NO RETROGRESSION. 

The manufactures of iron have not retrograded 
so extensively as presented by a majority of 
those engaged in the business. There is a 
decrease in the number of workers, but a falling 
off only to the extent of about 7} per cent in 
the annual production, as measured in dollars 
and cents, and scarcely anything in the quantity 
of work performed by men and machinery. A 
great reduction in the coarser kinds of work has 
been nearly compensated by increased activity ia 
the finer branches. The production of iron 
goods was greatly stimulated by the fire of 1871, 
especially as iron entered far more largely into 
the construction of the new Chicago than of the 
old. 

THE GREATEST FALLING OFF 
was experienced in the production of car-wheels, 
which bas Gecreased fully 50 per cent, owing to 
the fact that the building of new lines of tail 
road was vetoed by the panic, though the differ - 
ent lines, both East and West, have been re- 
paired, and many of the old iron rails were re 
placed by those of Bessemer steel. 

CHICAGO NOW HAS THREE ROLLING-MILLS, 
including the one at Joliet, which is owned and 
operated by Chicago capitalists ; and, pnotwith- 
standing the fact that the iron maraet is now at 
its lowest ebb, they show an  aggre- 
gate annual production of $14,000,000 azai ns 
$16,000,000 the preceding year. Thig reduction 
of 124 per cent is considerably less than many 
were prepared to expect, inasmach as the ma- 
jority of the rolling-mills throughout the country 
were obliged to suspend operations during a por- 
tion of tae past year. 

* THE PRODUCTION OF STEEL RAILS 

this year falle off 50 per cent, the figures being 
75,000 tons, against 150,000 tons ia 1873. The 
iron foundries have fallen off fully 7 per cent. 
Stove foundries show an incresse.of 12}¢ per 
cent. Mill machinery shows an increase of 4° 
per cent, the country trade in this branch being 
enormous. 

THE GALVANIZED-IRON WORKS 
show a decrease of nearly 50 per cent. The 
Fire of 1871 stimulated this branch of industry 
to such an unusual degree that the market is 
even now glutted with their product. It is true 
that a great number of buildiags have been 
erected during thé past year, but they are most- 
ly situated outside the business centre of the 
city, aad are of tha: ciass which does vot require 
meta! and galvauized- iron fitiings. 

Steam-engine works show an inciease in pro- 
ductions of 33 per cent.

THE SHIPMENT TO EUROPE OF HIGHWINES

THE NEW KING OF SPAIN. 


A brief history of the events leading to the 
complication in the Spanish succession may 
not be uninteresting. 

The Austrian family which ascenddd the 
throne in the person of CHa I. (Emperor 
Cum V.), in 1536, ended in the person of 
Onmanies II., who died without issue in 1700 
By his will he bequeathed the crown to 
Lovis XIV. of France, who had married the 
sister of the Spanish King. The crown was 
also claimed by Laorotp L of Austria, who 
had married another sister. A war ensued, in 
which nearly all Europe took part for thir- 
teen years. By the peace of Utrecht, 
in 1713, Pate, the grandson of Loves 


gium, and other States to Austria, and 
Gibraltar to England. In 1808 his grandson, 
Cn IV., was compelled by Narotzon to 
abdicate, and Prince Fxapmanp was also com- 
to renounce all claim to the succession, 

In 1814, after Josmern Bowararts was driven 
out of Spain by the British troops, Fot 
wap VII. was proclaimed King, to the ex- 
clusion of his father. Feapmanp had two
